Principal George Eisenberg 
met with 12 students later in the 
morning. After listening to the 
students’ complaints about 
several conditions at the high 
school, Eisenberg came back 
with several points of his own. 

The students’ list included use’ 
of the common, parking spaces on 
school grounds, freedom to go 
home to lunch, class meetings 
during school hours, less 
restriction of passes issued 
during class periods, and less 
restriction of movement on school 
property 

The upper classmen com- 
plained that as freshmen, they 
had the use of the common, and 
that they had become accustomed 
to’ it. “We've experienced our 
freedom and now we don't have 
it,” said Mike Mederios. He and 
other students in the meeting 
urged adopting a policy where 
some use of the common would be 
allowed. 

Among the points with which 
Eisenberg hit the students were: 

- Students last year were 
driving around and around the 
parking lot; 

- Students were leaving school 
property and going into town, and 
some were allegedly breaking 
into houses; 

- When students had access to 
the common, a number of abuses 
occurred. Messes were being left. 
Students were playing chicken 
while crossing the street. A 
resident was struck in the head 
with a rock while crossing the 
common. Also, some students 
were getting ‘‘too physical” in the 
activities on the common. 

“It's nice of you to walk in here 
and tell me everything you'd 
like,” said Eisenberg, ‘but it 
takes some responsibility."”

Special town meeting 
Housing a hot topic again 


Prior to Monday night’s special 
town meeting, Phil Fenton 
predicted that it would be over by 
8:15 p.m. 

Such was not the case. By the 
time the meeting broke up at 
midnight, voters had been 
through yet another long and 
furious discussion of elderly and 
low-income housing. 

“At the rate they're going, I'm 
going to be eligible before we get 
out of this meeting,” said one 
voter. 

The town meeting was called 
primarily to appropriate money, 
approximately $391,000, credited 
to the town under the state aid on 
the annual “cherry sheet.” The 
town meeting did not go along 
entirely with the finance com- 
mittee recommendations. 

The fincom had recommended 
disapproval of a $2500 request by 
the Council on Aging. A large 
group of elderly persons turned 
out for the meeting and were 
supported by several other 
speakers. The appropriation was 
voted unanimously after 25 
minutes of speeches, all in sup- 
port of the seniors. 

The voters also went against 
the fincom recommendation for 
an additional $20,000 in the 
reserve fund. The annual town 
meeting in April had ap- 
propriated $50,000 for this fund 
and the fincom wanted to 
augment it. After it was voted 
down, Rocco DePasquale, 
chairman of the board of select- 
men, tried to have it recon- 
sidered. He said that the $20,000 
was important, noting that there 
were some new committees, 
including a permanent building 
committee, a committee on 
handicap affairs and the building 
re-use task force. Any of these 
committees could need the 
money, he said. 

Former fincom member Arthur 
Spear led the opposition to the 
appropriation. “The reserve fund 
is for emergencies,” he said, 
“unforseen expenses. You've just 
gotten up and told us where it is 
going.” 

Walter Kaminski of the fincom 
said that, for instance, the police 
overtime account could come up 
short. He urged passage of the 
appropriaton. 

“That reserve fund is not a 
cookie jar,” he said. “They don’t 
get a dime unless they can justify 
it” 

Margaret McNeill asked what 
would become of the money if the 
“no” vote prevailed. 

“Well, I have my ideas,” 
quipped Moderator Michael 
Caira. As the laughter subsided, 
he took a sip from a cup on the 
podium and then said, ‘This is 
water!" 

Finance Committee Chairman 
James Carroll said that if the 
money was not appropriated, it 
would come off the tax rate. 

Included in the appropriations 
were several new positions, most 
notably that of a deputy police 
chief. A $21,000 appropriation was 
voted quickly and quietly. Only 
after Michael Dolan asked for 
reconsideration was there any 
debate on the matter. Moderator 
Caira did not allow Dolan's 
motion, since he had not voted on 
the appropriation. Mary 
Deislinger. then moved for 
reconsideration. 

Dolan said he did not like to 
havea new position established at 
a special town meeting. 

Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski said that the position was 
actually a “‘reconstituted” one,

time had the pokition of deputy 
chief. The job Was last held by 
Francis “Nifty Hoban, and has 
not been funded since his death in 
December, 1958. 

‘Two other new positions are on 
the Fire Department, where two 
clerk - disptachers will be hired, 
freeing firefighters to respond to 
calls. The town meeting voted 
$17,000 to pay for the two clerks. 

The supplementary school 
budget also centained several 
added positioris, most of them 
restoring some of the more 
drastic cuts made because of 
Prop 2%. The school budget in- 
cluded the following jobs: in- 
termediate gym __ teacher, 
adaptive gym teacher, high 
school attendance specialist, two 
intermediate reading teachers, 
career - job geveloper, two in- 
termediate office aides, high 
school paraprofessional, half an 
elementary music teacher, and 
an intermediate music teacher. 

Also in the supplementary 
school budget was $55,560 for 12 
microcomputers, These will be 
used in the elementary schools, 
giving children an early start on 
the use of-computer technology. 

The total ‘funds added to the 
school budget came to $191,812. 

Other articles 

The special town meeting was 
the first usé of random selection 
of warrant articles. The first 
article drawn by Moderator Caira 
was Article 6, having to do with 
electric bills. (See accompanying 
story.) The town voted approval 
of the article. 

Article 8 dealt with rezoning a 
parcel on Lowell Street to high 
density, for a sandwich and pizza 
shop. Petitioner Michael McCoy 
amended. the original article, 
which had asked for 3.7 acres, to 
25,600 square feet. 

‘There : was some opposition 
from xieighbors, but several 
people spoke in support of McCoy. 
‘One ofthese was Rep. Jim Miceli, 
making it clear that McCoy is his 
nephew. 

Selectman Bob Cain wanted to 
know what would happen if the 
town vated the rezoning, and the 
financing was not forthcoming. 

“The’ financing is available. 
That's; why I’m here,” said 
McCoy.

Before drawing Article 2, Caira 
urged the meeting along, saying, 
“It's getting late. You've already 
missed the first half of the last 
football game of the season.” 

Arficle 2, though, was anything 
but fast. It was an article that has 
been before the town meeting 
before, seeking to lower the age of 
eligibility for elderly housing 
from 65 to 62. The article would 
have modified the zoning law to 
“age 62 or handicapped.” 

Arthur Elfman was one of the 
first to speak against the article. 
He said that he had called the

Cruelty to Animals, and accused 
the town officials ‘of beating a 
dead horse. He invited people 
wanting subsidized housing to 
look elsewhere. He was in- 
terrupted several times, with the 
result that his statement was 
misinterpreted by many people. 
His meaning was to look at 
conditions of HUD housing in 
other communities. 

Later, Mrs. Pellegrino spoke, 
very emotionally taking issue 
with Elfman. ‘The seniors built 
Wilmington!" she said. “Let us 
have the right to exist!” 

Former selectman Dan Gillis 
spoke, saying he wouldn't object 
to changing the zoning law to age 
62, but that this article also asked 
for handicapped as well. 

Selectman Bob Cain said that 
the town had been notified that 
the $3 million in Federal funds 
had been lost. The town did have a 
reservation. on a HUD grant in 
that amount to build housing, but 
it was lost. after the annual town 
meeting again rejected a 
proposed project. 

Cain said that the article before 
the town meeting was in case any 
money became available. “‘If the 
town does not comply with the 
regulations, the town will not get 
the money,” he said. 

Paul Theodos spoke, men- 
tioning a proposed amendment. 
He was later followed by his wife, 
Robin, who said that he had not 
been allowed to present the 
amendment, She read an 
amendment, which would have 
provided for town meeting ap- 
proval of a project after the 
regulatory boards had finished 


their rulings. 

She then presented her 
amendment to the moderator. 
After reading it, Caira said, 
“What you read at the 
microphone is not what you 


presented here." He rejected the 
amendment. 

Rocco DePasquale said that 
handicapped could not be ex- 
cluded from any Federal 
programs. 

Mark Lutz asked the meaning 
of handicapped, saying that he 
understood it to include alcoholics 
and drug addicts. 

Anamendment to drop the term 
“handicapped” failed, 139 to 167 
Voters then turned down Article 
2, 121 to 231 

At this point, it was after 11:30. 
Attorney Joseph Courtney moved 
to pass over Article-7, a rezoning 
proposal for Dynamics Research 
Corp. 

The town meeting then quickly 
approved articles 3, 4, and 5. 
Article 3 dealt with real estate tax 
exemption for widows, widowers 
and surviving minors, and per- 
sons over 70. Article 4 rescinded 
bonding authority of $15,000, an 
excess in the amount voted for the 
costs of revaluation, Article 5 
raised the maximum purchase 
without written and advertised 
vids, from $2000 to $4000.

WHS dashes skeptics 


Wildcat backfield blasts Dracut 


Relegated to the bottom of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
scrap heap in at least two unof- 
ficial preseason polls (Town Crier 
and a Lowell daily), the 
Wilmington Wildcats, using their 
multi-talented backfield of 
halfbacks Jon Nolan, Ed Olshaw 
and quarterback Charlie 
Athanasia, rose up and crushed 
the host Dracut Middies, 27-8 in 
the conference opener for both 
teams Saturday. 

Nolan rung up a pair of touch- 
downs and finished with 82 yards 
on the ground, while Olshaw 
added 67 yards rushing, fired a 
TD pass and kicked an extra 
point. Athanasia, who was 
making his first start as the 
varsity quarterback, scored a 
touchdown and connected on 7 of 
12 passes for 141 yards. 

It was the first time coach Ed 
Murphy's Middies had dropped a 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
opener since 1974. 

This was not your typical 
Dracut-Wilmington tong war. The 
Wildcats led in first downs (18-9), 


yards rushing (156-88), yards 
passing (172-56) and in total yards 
gained (328-144). 


The Wildcats bolted to a 14-0 
lead before Dracut scrapped back 
to cut the margin to 148 by 
halftime. That was as close as the 
home club would get. 

Wilmington scored on its’ first 
possession of the game, marching 
68 yards on 11 plays. Nolan 
chewed up 30 of those yards, while 
Olshaw accounted for 27. The 
Athanasia tandem of Dean and 
Charlie combined on an 11 yard 
pass completion to the Middies’ 
three yard line, where Nolan 
banged in for his first TD of the 
day at 5:17 of the first quarter. 

Dracut charged back with a 
drive down to the WHS 16, before 
senior tackle Bob Ducharme 
sacked Dracut quarterback Bob 
Marchelletta for a nine yard loss 
that killed the series. 

The Wildcat attack took off 
again in the second quarter, as 
Charlie Athanasia hooked up on 
screen passes of 22 (Paul Caizzi) 
and 25 yards (Olshaw) to fire the 
Cats down to the Dracut seven. 
Dracut’s Rich Maille then came 
up with an interception at the 
goalline to cut short this 
Wilmington thrust. 

Minutes later the Wildcats 
started another drive at the 
Middies’ 43 following the only 
Dracut punt of the contest, An 
Athanasia to Olshaw bomb ad- 
vanced the ball to the 13 before 
Athanasia connected again-this 
time to Nolan-at the Middies’ one 
yard line, Nolan scored on the 
next play, and Athanasia then 
passed to Jon for the two point 
conversion that sent WHS up 14-0 
at the 6:31 mark of the second

Marchelletta snuck over for a 
second quarter TD and fired a 
conversion pass, but that was the 
extent of the Dracut scoring on 
this day.

overdue light bills 


“How did we get into this?” 
demanded Jean Buck of Cochrane 
Road. ‘Who pays the fee?” 

Well, Jean, back in 1910 there 
were no electric lights in 
Wilmington. There were lights in 
Reading provided by the 
Municipal Light Department of 
that town. 

Schamiel McIntosh, Charlie 
Purbek and Fred Roberts got 
together and organized an in- 
dignation march from Church 
Street to the town hall to express 
the popular feeling of the town 
that electric lights should be 
provided. Charlie carried a 
lantern to represent light and 
Fred had a staff to represent a 
light pole. Schamiel had a billy 
goat, which he lead by the leash. 
Nobody today knows what the 
billy goat was supposed to 
represent. 

They led about 100 residents to 
the town hall where they told the 
selectmen that Wilmington 
needed electric lights, and in due 
time an agreement was signed 
with the Reading Municipal Light 
Department 

Monday night in the town 
meeting an indignant town voted 
to add fifteen percent to the bill 
from Reading Municipal Light for 
any collection of a light bill which 
the town now has to do, under a 
recently passed law. The law, 
passed a year ago, is similar to 
the law which allows a town to 


collect, through tax lien, for 
unpaid water bills 
General Laws Chapter 164, 


Section 58B through 58F inclusive 
is only for towns with municipal 
light departments, The Reading 
Light Department is one of those. 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department is one of three in the 
state also serves other towns in 
addition to its own. In fact, it is 
the largest municipal light 
department in Massachusetts, 
serving Wilmington, North 
Reading and a part of Lynnfield,

In today’s world, our children 
are growing up with computers 
and will become the computer 
generation. For them, 
programming these complex 
machines is as natural as riding a 
bicycle. In the classroom, some 
kids are being introduced to 
computers as early as kin- 
dergarten and their skills are 
amazing to the teachers. Com- 
puter stores, clubs and camps are 
where the kids gather to learn and 
swap software and programs. 

Most experts agree that the 
attraction of computers is the 
ability to be able to control, think 
out and then make something 
happen. Children learn by doing 
and research in education should 
be geared to help them achieve an 
understanding of what they are 
doing. 

M.I.T. has developed a 
programming language called 
Logo which has been used to 
teach children of different ages 
and levels of performance how to 
use the computer.-The child sits 
at the console, gives instructions 
to the machine and gets an im- 
mediate response. Results can be 
achieved after 10 minutes of in- 
struction and soon students are 
writing programs to play games, 
generate sentences, and in- 
venting conversational and 
teaching programs. Three and 
four-year-olds can write simaple 
instructions and in one game, 
maneuver cars and park them 
inside garages. Thereby, they 
learn to process words and the 
difference between left and right, 

At M.LT., the “Turtle” is a 
computer controlled vehicle 
which has sense, voice and

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Surgery by day, 
home by night 


For over seven years at New 
England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham, patients have quietly 
come and gone from a small area on 
the fifth floor known as Surgical Day 
Care. 

Different from other NEMH units, 
Surgical Day Care allows am- 
bulatory patients to receive minor 
surgical procedures and return 
home on the same day 

Charge Nurse Lucy Allen has 
managed the unit since it began in 
1974 and has noted the growth rate of 
patients served from 450 in 1974 to 
1,682 in 1981 

“Years ago when anesthetics were 
less sophisticated, most surgery 
mandated that a patient enter the 
hospital on the day before surgery, 
and leave usually a day or two after 
the procedure,” explains Alten, 

She adds that ‘Today a greater 
range of anesthetic agents and the 
use of ‘balanced anesthesia,’ a 
combination of anesthetic agents 
and medications, enables patients to 
recover enough to leave the hospital 
within hours of their surgery.” 

One-day surgery units were 
initiated, according to Allen, to free 
up available hospital beds and 
enable surgeons to accommodate 
more patients. Surgical Day Care 
also results in significantly lower 
bills. 

In addition, the obvious benefit to 
patients of almost immediately 
returning to their own homes and 
personal comforts after surgery 
adds to the program’s appeal 

With an average patient stay of 
between 4-5 hours, the majority of 
day care cases includes dental, ob- 
gyn, urological, orthopedic, ‘and 
eye, ear, nose and throat 
procedures. Patients range from 
six-month-old infants to adults in 
their eighties. 

For two and a half years the 
NEMH Surgical Day Care unit has 
been staffed by two full-time nurses 
to closely monitor the average eight 
patients per day 

Nursing time spent with patients 
emphasizes pre- and post-operative 
teaching as well as routine medical 
procedures necessary to surgical 
patients 
“I see our role as strong in patient 
education both before and after 
Surgery. Helping people to un- 
derstand what they are here for, and 
how to care for themselves later at

Also, he or 
she cannot charge or 
collect any fee without 
first getting written 
permission from Social 
Security to do so. The 
fee may be requested 
and authorized even if 
the claim is denied. If 
the representative is an 
attorney, Social 
Security can pay him or 
her from money in back 
benefits due. If the 
claim is denied and the 
representative is not an 
attorney or the claim is 
for supplemental 
security income (SSI), 
the claimant must pay 
him or her directly, but 
only after Social 
Security has approved 
the fee in writing 

Only the Social 
Security Administration 
or a court of law can 
decide the fee a 
representative can 
charge. Any contract 
the claimant may have 
signed is not binding. 
Both the claimant and 
the representative will 
get a notice of the 
decision on the fee. If 
thefee is decided by a 
Court, a law provides 
that it cannot exceed 25 
percent of past due 


benefits. 
Social Security will 
treat a representative 
as it would the 
claimant; he or she will 
receive the fullest 
cooperation in 
representing the 
claimant's interests at 
every stage of the 
prosecution of the 
claim. 
Anyone with questions 
about how to get 
adequate represen- 
tation should call any 
Social Security office.

Global Stakes: 
bid to upgrade the high tech

By now, nobody in Boston needs to be told 
that microchips matter. Consumers have 
eagerly embraced the products of a $200-bil- 
lion-a-year electronics industry that hardly 
existed 20 years ago. Businessmen yearn for 
more word processors and robotics equip- 
‘ment to help increase productivity and re- 
duce costs. Pentagon officials estimate that 
the President's proposed five-year, $1.23 
trillion defense budget will create a $224 bil- 
lion demand for electronics gear ~ a signifi 
cant chunk of which will be built in New 
England 

Nor is the end in sight. Planners out on 
Route 128 and in similar high technology 
centers in California, Texas, and Florida, 
forecast a future that extends the impres- 
sive growth (17 percent a year) of the last 
decade. Their forecasts include products yet 
to be invented for needs we never knew we 
had. A rosy picture, until somebody asks 
“Where do the new inventions come from?” 
‘The answer ts ““From the engineers.” 

And where do the engineers come from? 

That. as nearly everyone in the industry 
will tell you. is the rub. High tech has cap 
ital, markets, and raw materials in abun 
dance. What it desperately needs is people 
— highly trained engineers and scientists 
from the nation’s universities 

How many? A survey by the American 
Electronics Association last year pegged 
the industry-wide need for new graduates 
holding electrical-electronic or computer 
software bachelor’s degrees at 199,000 be- 
tween 1981 and 1985. During that period, the 
nation’s 244 accredited departments of engi- 
neering will supply only 70,000, Shortfall by 
1985: 129,000 engineers in two fields alone

‘That's a serious prospect for high tech 
firms, whose manufacturing processes re- 
quire up to five times as many scientists and 
engineers as are needed in mature, low. 
technology industries. In an industry where 
this month’s invention is on next month's 
bottom line, those people are crucial 

But the engineering shortfall is only a 
symptom of a larger phenomenon. For the 
economic structure of America 18 appar- 
ently going through a profound change 
Here, as articulated by James Botkin, Dan 
Dimancescu, and Ray Stata in their soon-to- 
be-released book entitled “Global Stakes: 
‘The Future of High Technology in America" 
(Cambridge, Mass.: Ballinger Publishing

“We are moving from a capital inten: 
sive, physical-resource-based economy of 
the first half of this century to a knowledge- 
intensive. human-tesource-based economy 
{n the last half. The formulas, policies, eco- 
nomic theories, and conventional wisdom

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an agrarian to an industrial society are no 
longer applicable to the transition now in 
progress from an industrial society to an in- 
formation society 

Those are strong words, in keeping with 
the slightly pot-boiling tendencies of their 
authors. But they are backed up by firm (if 
slightly scattered) arguments. In a nutshell, 
they go like this 

in the last 30 years, the percentage of the 
nation’s work force holding “industrial 
jobs" has fallen from 65 percent in 1950 to an 
estimated 25 percent today. On the rise has 
been the number of “information jobs" in 
companies "whose primary activity is pro- 
duction, manipulation, or distribution of in- 
formation goods and services.” In 1940 that 
number accounted for a quarter of the work 
force. Now it comprises nearly half. 

That shift has had profound conse- 
quences for the nation’s economy. It has 
‘forced America to think more globally ~ 
partly because ideas represented by elec- 
tronic blips are far more exportable than 
the heavy items of an earlier age. Not sur 
prisingly, the share of the nation's gross na- 
tional product attributable to imports and 
exports has also leapt upward: from 10 
percent in 1960 to 25 percent in 1980. 

As high tech production has increased. 
costs have fallen. A computer operation that 
Cost $200,000 in 1950 costs about two cents 
today. Had similar changes occurred in the 
automobile industry (say the authors with 
some humor). “today’s Rolls-Royce would 
‘not only cost just $2.50 but would get half a 
million miles per gallon."* 

The economy has indeed shifted ~ faster 
than economic thinking. Why did the reces- 
sions predicted for 1979 and 1980 fail to ma- 
terialized fully? “The reason,” the authors 
say, “stems from a failure to understand 
that the United States is a dual economy suf- 
fering an industrial recession but enjoying 
an information boom."

That's the bright side, The dark under 
belly looks like this 

Our old industrial notions still dominate 
our thinking. Demanding good bottom lines 
each quarter, we resist strategies of long 
Tange investment. When we do invest, it still 
tends to be in capital goods rather than peo- 
ple. “It Is easier to allocate money for ren- 
ovating a building than for upgrading an 
's capabilities.”” the authors note 
Tangible assets are more valued 
than intangible ones,"’ they add, since “Pro- 
ducts still take priority over people.” 

How can we place the priority where it 
should be? By upgrading the one thing that 
shapes our human resources: education. 
The problem is partly at the university 
level. where (according to the American 
Council on Education) there were 1,583 posi- 
tions vacant in engineering schools in 1980- 
$1.

‘The issues raised by selective funding reach 
beyond the department and touch the whole 
academic community.

Is our engineering shortage a problem of 
that scope? The authors of “Global Stakes" 
have good reason to think so, and they 
present their case well, They may not have

It wants them to participate in their electronic home banking 
pilot program, the first such test in New England 

Electronic banking doesn't eliminate all trips to the bank. 
but it does offer such conveniences as viewing up-to-the 
minute account balances; automatic bill payment; and 
transferring funds from one account to another. In the near 

future loan processing and 
BUSINESS brokerage services from 
panks will be accessible 

from home too 

‘The Shawmut pilot pro- 
gram is one of about 26 home banking tests across the coun: 
try. Chemica! Bank in New York last week announced plans 
to make its system — called Pronto — commercial by the end 
of the year. Citibank, Bank of America, and Chase 
Manahattan Bank are among the major banks testing the 
idea, and a few regional banks are also trying it out 

In all, nearly 2,000 Americans now bank at home by com- 
puter, says Robert Wells of the Yankee Group, a consulting 
firm specializing in communications and high technology 
Mr. Wells estimates 8 million households will be banking via 
home video computer by 1990 

In the Shawmut program, Atari and Apple computer own 
ers will have access to their accounts through CompuServe, a 
large data bank based in Columbus, Ohio. Users will link up 
with the CompuServe by telephone. CompuServe will then 
switch them to the banking service. After entering a pass 
word, users will be able to choose from a menu of banking 
services shown on their video screens. 

The service will be available around the clock and will 
give such information as location of the bank's automatic 
teller machines (ATMs) and dates and amounts of cleared 
checks. For bill payments the user must tell the bank, in 
writing, which merchants are to appear on the bill-paying 
list, Then the user types in the amount and date of the amount 
tobe paid to his or her account with a particular merchant 

Users will also be able to send messages to Shawmut via 
computer, learn current rates on loans and certificates, can-

ips on cleaning 
a dirty iron 


A steam iron that’s accumulated 
scorch or a melted synthetic fabric 
can be an annoying problem, 
especially if you need the iron im- 
mediately. 

For a quick cleaning, a com- 
mercial product for the purpose may 
be a good choice. However, if you 
must first find the product in a 
variety store or supermarket, then 
an old-fashioned remedy | with 
products in the home may be 
quicker and easier. 

Mary Mulvey Williams, of the 
Middlesex County Extension Service 
lists several home remedies to clean 
an iron’s sole plate that still work. 

One method is to put a thin layer of 
salt between two pieces of wax 
paper then iron over the paper with 
a cold iron. The sole plate will get 
enough abrasion to clean it but the 
wax paper will keep it from getting 
scratched 

‘Another method involves making 
a paste of baking soda and water and 
rubbing it with a smooth cloth onto a 
cold iron. This is not enough grit to 
stretch the sole plate but enough to 
remove some soiled areas. 

Vinegar and water combined in 
equal parts and applied with a 
sponge or soft cloth will remove 
some build-up too. 

Cleaning the steam iron's water 
chamber may also be necessary 
This 4s especially true of older irons 
that are not self-cleaning. If distilled 
water has not been used, there may 
be a build-up of mineral deposits. To 
clean the iron’s chamber, pour one- 
fourth cup of distilled vinegar (clear 
and colorless) into the chamber at 
night, Heat the iron and allow it to 
steam with the vinegar for 15 
minutes. Turn off the iron and leave 
the vinegar in the chamber over- 
night 

Next morning pour out the vinegar 
and rinse chamber out thoroughly 
with clean water. Steam on a scrap 
of fabric before using for regular 
pressing.

Eva Twitchell ‘rings on’ in Byrant Pond 


Last hand-crank phone may be disconnected 


Subscribers say don’t yank the crank — it’s more reliable than the dial

Bryant Pond, Maine 

Eldon Hathaway is running a business 
out of his back parlor that’s got the peaceful 
town of Bryant Pond all wired up. A lot of 
folks here, want him and his helpers to keep 
plugging away. Some others would like him 
to hang it all up. 

Why all the static? Because once you've 
swung open the screen door and stepped into 
Eldon's wood-paneled parlor, you've found 
the last hand-crank telephone company in 
the United States. And unless the efforts of a 
plucky group of local citizens (known as the 
Don't Yank the Crank Committee) succeed. 
‘The Bryant Pond Telephone Company is 
about to go out of business. 

In Bryant Pond people don't “dial” a 
neighbor. Just like at the turn of the 
tury, they take crank in hand and “ring on. 
Then one of two operators sitting at switch: 
boards in Eldon’s back room come on and 
connect the parties. No Touch-Tone tun 
no computerized switching, no digital 
readouts: just a swift human hand plugging 
two voices together 

Eldon says he didn't know he would kick 


up such a commotion when he decided last 
summer to retire from 30 years in the tele- 
phone business. It was only after he quietly 
sold his company to the neighboring Oxford 
Telephone & Telegraph Company that 
townspeople learned the antique system 
was to be converted to dial phones. 

A petition was posted at the Village Store 
and a meeting was held. A poll found that 72 
percent of subscribers contacted wanted to 
stay with the crank system. Only 10 percent 
wanted dial. Crank phone advocates say 
they don't want to stop people from switch 
ing to dial. They're asking for a dual system 
0 people can choose 

Alice Johnson, president of Don't Yank 
the Crank, wasn't surprised. “We have the 
most advanced telephone system in the 
United States,"’ she says. “What computer 
can match the human being? The most mod 
ern equipment can't touch what we ha 
here in town 

That argument failed to sway the state 

Public Utilities Commission (PUC). It ruled 
2 to 1 that Oxford could go ahead with the 
conversion, although it agreed that the 
move would mean a drop in the quality of 
service to Bryant Pond customers. 

‘That might have been the end of the mat. 


ter, until the PUC learned that Eldon 
planned to keep all the old phones and the 
switchboards and to sell them as mementos 
of the last crank phone system 

The PUC now has put the sale on hold 
while it conducts an investigation. A hearing 
is tentatively scheduled for Sept. 28. Also 
awaiting consideration is a request from 
Don't Yank the Crank to the PUC to reconsi 
der its decision. The citizen group argues 
that all the facts. especially about whether 
the crank system could make money, have 
not been presented 

But the main reason folks are fighting to 
keep the crank, says Mrs. Johnson, is the 
unique service. “'Say you're on the phone 
and there’s an important long distance call 
for you coming in. The operator breaks in 
and says, ‘Alice, do you want this call now” 

Or you can say tothe operator. ‘I'm over 
at Jake's. Would you please forward all my 
calls here?’ ‘ 

For his part. the bearded 
jon Hathaway has been the man in the 
middle between Oxford and Don’t Yank thi 
Crank. He's learned to speak carefully. say 
ing, “I don’t think I understand it all my 
self.”” He doesn’t blame the Don't 
Crank people for wanting to save the 


crew-cut 


tem, he says. He agrees it's helped a lot of 
people since he bought the company in 1951 
and moved the switchboards to his house. 


Even though the operators can track 
down members of the volunteer fire depart 
ment faster than any electronic gizmo, even 
though a child can call for help just by ring 
ing on and saying his name, Hathaway 
doubts the system can be economical. “My 
wife and I haven't made that much money,” 
he says. "Most of it’s invested back into the 
system, collecting old parts for it here and 
there. It's our life savings 

Down at the Village Store, George 
Hooper sells T-shirts and caps inscribed 
with “Don’t Yank the Crank."" The $5.800 
raised so far has been used by the commit 
tee to pay legal fees 

Mr. Hooper wants to keep his crank 
phone. “It's a strong system," he says. “It's 
safe and dependable "’ A number of winters 
back. he recalls, a customer complained 
after a snowstorm that the voices of people 

alling him were fainter than usual. When 
the maintenance man traced the line, he 
found it was buried in snow. He dug it out 
only to discover it had broken. The wet snow 
was enough to keep the line open

SHODDY AUTO REPAIR MUST BE FIXED 

Q.—I brought my car to the repair shop to get 
a carburetor needle replacement. When I went to 
pick up the car, they told me that they didn’t 
have to replace the needle, but the repairman did 
clean it out. I wrote down on paper all in- 
formation needed, — what I wanted done and my 
telephone number if they should need to call me 
The car didn't work right. I still had the same 
problem. Later, I brought my car into the same 
repair shop to have a muffler replacement. The 
repairman could not get the car started in the 
garage. I asked him what to do if I couldn't get it 
started, He then gave me the procedures needed 
for a carburetor needle replacement. I told him 
that I had just paid to have their repair shop do 
the work to fix the carburetor, He just shook his 
head as if he didn’t now. What is my next step? 

‘A. — Under Massachusetts’ General Law, 
Chapter 98A Motor Vehicle Regulations, the 
repair shop must correct shoddy repair work, 

It is difficult to get work corrected after the 
repair bill has been paid. However, knowing 
your rights under the law and being assertive 
an get results, 

First, before you go back to the repair shop, 
prepare yourself mentally. Write down the 
events that took place, — the problem and what 
you want corrected. Ask to see the owner of the 
repair shop, and state in a calm manner your 
problem and what yu want corrected. 
Remember, owners want satisfied customers 
who return for business, Explain that you feel 
you have been treated unfairly under the law 
Explain that you have a right under 
Massachusetts law to have the improper repairs 
corrected at no extra charge. 

If the owne is still resistant and un 
cooperative, state that under Massachusetts 
law, you have a right to ue for three times the 
amount of money you paid for the repair. 
However, before suing, file a complaint with the

Follow through with the complaint process 
Many repair shops rely on the customer to give 
up. Whenever you take a car to get repaired, the 
repair shop must provide a written repair slip 
stating 

1, The customer’s name, address 
telephone number where they can be reached 

2. Car, make, odometer reading and date car 
was received 

3. Description of work to be done or description 
of problem 

4. Any oral authorization for repairs must be 
stated, including date, time and who authorized 
the repairs. 

5. The customer should receive a copy of any of 
the documents signed. The repair shop should 
also provide an itemized bill stating the cost of 
labor and parts,

To meet the needs of this expanding mar- 
ket, the SBA established an Office of Women’s 
Business Enterprise in 1980, an office that has 
received strong support from President

‘Through the national, district, and local of- 
fices of the SBA, the agency. they say, 
“makes special efforts to assist women to get 
into business, and stay in business, because 
they have long faced unusual difficulties in 
the private marketplace 

Many of those difficulties are financial 
‘The SBA found that women entrepreneurs 
rely most often on personal savings and loans 
from family, friends, and the local bank for 
their start-up funds, The SBA also offers 
loans, both for start-up monies and to pull 
business people through hard times. 

But the agency emphasizes that “nearly 93 
percent of business failures are due — not to 
lack of financing ~ but to managerial inexpe- 
rience, incompetence, and ineptitude. 

To overcome this local agency branches 
offer courses, counseling, and publications on 
everything from accounting to marketing 
with specifics on computing, selling inven- 
tions, dry cleaning, fish farming, and a host of 
other topics 

A locally developed Service Corps of Re- 
tired Executives (SCORE) or Active Corps of 
Executives (ACE) will, if asked, belp individ: 
uals develop a business plan or jump over un: 
expected hurdles. The SBA recommends that

Improving 


The past few years have seen 
more and more people become do-it- 
yourselfers; and the reason may not 
be to save money. Small repairs or 
remodeling of homes gives 
homeowners a sense of pride and 
satisfaction, Large jobs, such as 
adding a room or a new roof, 
however, usually require 
professional help 

Maintenance or home im- 
provement projects can become 
costly. Last yeat Americans spent 
$31.1 billion for professional home 
improvement and remodeling so the 
Massachusetts Society of CPAs 
advises you to plan thoroughly, 
keeping your budget and financing 
in mind. 

To protect your investment choose 
the proper contractor. Make sure he 
or she can handle the work you want 
done, has past job references, and 
provides a guarantee of satisfaction 
and a year warranty on materials 
and labor. 

CPAs suggest you obtain written 
estimates from several contractors 
before choosing one, Because home 
improvements might encounter 
unforeseen and costly construction 
problems, provisions should be 
made in the contract for cost 
overruns. Make sure sizeable dif- 
ferences in the expense, such as any 
amount over $100, are agreed to by 
both parties in writing. 

‘The contract should spell out 
financial responsibility for 
materials and any related cost of the 
projeet -For example, a contractor 
should obtain building permits for 
the job, but _the homeowner is

responsible for those fees. If a 
contractor fails to get the respon- 
sible for those fees. If a contractor 
fails- to get the permit, the 
homeowner can be held liable for the 
penalty. To avoid this payment, you 
might insert a clause placing 
responsibility for the penalty with 
the contractor. 

Review a sample contract for 
details and note what a contractor 
agrees to do. Who is responsible for 
clean-up after the work is finished? 
Is there an additional charge for this 
service? 

After you are satisfied with the 
contract, set up a payment schedule 
with the contractor. Early payments 
should allow a company enough 
money to buy materials and pay 
workers and subcontractors 
Withhold enough of the total amount 
as leverage against completion of 
the job. If your total estimated cost 
is $5,000, you might pay 10 to 20 
percent once the contract is signet! 
and spread out the remaining money 
in even payments. 

CPAs urge you to check the 

financial stability of the contractor 
and ask for past references of his 
‘work, The Better Business Bureau 
or Department of Consumer Affairs 
can help you check the past per- 
formance of a contractor. 

The contractor assumes 
responsibilities, CPAs note, which if 
not met are passed on to a 
homeowner. Ask to see the com- 
pany's certificate of insurance that 
protects you from claims for 
damage or injury. Also, contractors 
should be covered by workman's 
compensation. 

Finally, ask to see releases from 
all suppliers and any subcontractors 
the professional worked with 
Payment to the contractor does not 
protect you from liens against the 
material he used 

‘There are tax benefits to be gained 
from home improvements and 
repairs that are part of a general 
improvement plan or the result of 
casualty, CPAs say. So don't forget 
to calculate the tax effects of work 
you do or have done. For example, if 
you buy the materials yourself, you 
can deduct the sales tax even if the 
amoung exceeds the standard sales 
tax deduction. But, be aware that a 
contractor might be able to buy 
materials for less so the sales tax 
deduction might be negligible. 

Capital improvements you make, 
such as adding a room or installing 
central air conditioning, can in- 
crease the cost basis of your 
residence, and decrease the amount 
of gain you make on a later sale. Be 
sure to keep records of all costs 
involved, because this tax benefit 
might not be realized for many 
years. 

Finally, don't forget that by in- 
creasing the value of your residence, 
you might be increasing your 
property tax. Be prepared for an 
increased assessment, CPAs advise.

‘economic bellwether. “Small business in the 
last 10 years has created about 90 percent of 
the new {nongovernment] jobs in this coun- 
try,” says Mr. Monahan, using figures from 
President Reagan's State of Small Business 
report published last March. 

So where do these entrepreneurs think 
the economy is headed? 

Surveys of small business conducted in 
New England and southern California by the 
accounting firm of Touche Ross & Co. point 
to the current recession lasting at least an- 
other six months, says Toucive Ross partner 
Alan R. Goldstein 

The California survery, published last 
April, indicated less curtailment of capital 
expenditures, higher short-term borrowing, 
and a more favorable response to the Presi-

dent's program than the SBANE survey. 

‘The latter, polling 680 presidents and top- 
level managers. showed “both optimism 
and pessimism,” says Mr. Goldstein. After 
weathering the recession well for the last 
two years, the region is finally “in for a 
pinch,” he concludes. Predictably, 
businesses most hurt include construction. 
manufacturing, and real estate companies 

‘According to the survey: 

© Half the participants will curtail cap- 
ital spending and 49 percent will hire no new 
employees in the near future. 

© 53 percent expect earnings to fall. 

© Nearly 9 in 10 look for increases in 
‘small-business failures in the next year, al- 
though most felt the increases would be only 
“moderate” by nationwide standards. Last 
week the number of US business failures 
rose to the highest level in 50 years — a total 
of 696 closings or reorganizations during the 
week — says a Dun & Bradstreet report 

But the survey also rang positive notes: 

© Asked how they would obtain capital to 
maintain liquidity during the lean period 
abead, a surprisingly high 23 percent of the

And on Aug. 31, the 
day the survey was released, the Dow Jones 
industrial average broke 900 for the first 
time in a year, and the Commerce Depart- 
ment released July figures for its index of 
leading indicators (showing a solid 13

argument for 
abolishing zoos 


He decries loss of respect for animals; 
others say zoos changing for the better

According to one pundit, a zoo is an excellent place to 
study the habits of human beings 

If that is so, then what it reveals is not very flattering 
says Dale Jamieson, a philosopher at the University of Colo- 
rado's Center for the Study of Values and Human Policy. He 
recently elaborated on this theme in a paper titled, “Reflec 
tions on Captive Animals: Zoos as Embler 
Depersonalization. 

‘The thesis of this work is that "most zoos ought to b 
ished; not just because they demean animals, but a 
cause they demean humans 

“In many ways I would tend to agree . . . if it were not for 
the new awareness which has swept 'zoodom’ in the last 5 
10 years," says Robert 0. Wagner, executive director of t 
American Association of Zoological Parks and Aquariums 
(AAZPA). Zoos aren't run as the 0. In 1982, 
United States and Canadian z00 spend 
ing $130 million for more natural habitat. Instead of present 
ing solitary animals in sterile surroundings, zoos collect ani 
mals in breeding colonies 


| 
In recent years, radical animal lovers have been arguing 


that animals should have rights equivalent to those of people 
‘The basic text for this group is the 1975 book “Animal Liber 
ation" by Peter Singer. He argues that, just as whites and 
men have had to acknowledge that blacks and women have 
rights, humans must give other species equal moral consid 
eration. However, Mr. Jamieson takes a different tack 

Instead of arguing that animals have a fundamental right 
to the same consideration as do other people, which would 
preclude confining them in zoos and aquariums, Jamieson 
Teasons that the depersonalization of animals, so forcefully 
symbolized by the institution of zoos, has led to a system of 
slavery which is detrimental to people as well as animals 

To begin with he establishes the fact that zoos are a reflec 
tion of a process of alienation between man and animal which 
began with the Enlightenment and which has accelerated 
with the Industrial Revolution. For most of human history 
animals “have been viewed as persons... ." and, as such 
were respected members of man's moral community, 

Although such well-known thinkers as Aristotle and David 
Hume found it natural to assume that animals fee!, think, and 
‘even have beliefs, this view began to change in the 17th cen: 
tury. Philosophers of this period, with-their conviction that 
the universe, excepting man, was a giant clockwork, con 
ceived of animals as unfeeling, organic machines. This was 
handy because it allowed scientists to dissect and experiment 
0 animals without compunction, Today “textbooks con- 
stantly warn us against the elementary error of ascribing 
human properties to animals," Jamieson points out. 

While it was the Enlightenment that depersonalized the 
animal, it was the Ihdustrial Revolution in the 19th century 
which ultimately reduced the animal to the role of curiosity 
pet, and renewable resource. ‘Most children first encounter 
an animal between two slices of bread. As they develop 
they begin to experience animals in their natural state 
wrapped in plastic," Jamieson jibes, 

Mr. Wagner says 200s can help instill in humans a rever- 
lence for animals. A zo0's inmates become “ambassadors for 
their kkind still in the wild'” the zoo spokesman argues. Almost 
ail 2008 today have an education staff and programs depict: 
{ng the plights of various species in the wild, he says. 

According to a study by Stephen Kellert of Yale Univer 
sity, most Americans’ exposure to animals is restricted to 
pet ownership, watching TV, and visiting 200s, Each year 125 
million North Americans visit zoological parks, more than 
attend all professional sporting events, reports the AAZPA 

‘The world's best zoos educate people about the nature of 
other species, foster scientific research, and help preserve 
lendangered anima! species, Jamieson acknowledges. 

“No doubt viewing captive animals is educational, but 
what does it teach us?" he asks. “It teaches us a false sense 
of our place in the natural order. It produces people who 
believe that they can live successfully in a human commu: 
nity and a human world, appropriating animals only to sat 
isfy their needs if they bo 
willing to banish the rest o 

Essentially, he sees the captivity and depersonalization of 
animals as a reflection of the arrogant attitude toward the 
natural world which he says lies at the root of the environ: 
mental problems which bedevil industrialized nations 

Thus, “the abviniion of zoos would be a small but hopeful 
beginning toward reestablishing our kinship with other ani 
‘mals and nature," Jamieson concludes.

‘Ten East Steps to Selecting the 
Right Name for Your Baby 

A Parisian music teacher named 
her eight children Qoh, Ray, Me, 
Fah, Sol, La, Ti and Octave 
Elizabeth, Mary and Ann accounted 
for about haif of the girls’ names for 
over three centuries, but there is 
only one If-Christ-Had-Not-Died- 
For-Thee-Thou-Wouldst-Have-Been- 
Damned-Barebones (later shor- 
tened to Damned Barebones) on 
record 

While unusual names may lend a 
certain distinction to your children, 
remember they must be carried 
with them throughout life. This is the 
first piece of advice offered by Joan 
and Lydia Wilem in their unusual 
new baby name guide “Name Me, 
I'm Yours” (Fawcett-Columbine. 
$3.95). “Names influence us more 
than we might like to admit,” say 
the two sisters from New York 
whose collaboration has yielded 
some fascinating insights into the 
background and significance of over 
10,000 names. 

“Admit it, most of us would accept 
a blind date with ‘Debbie’ or ‘David’ 
over one with ‘Daphne’ or 
Delbert.""" Psychologists concur 
with. the authors’ finding that most 
people suffer from ‘name 
prejudice."’ For example, in a recent 
experiment involving 80 elementary 
school teachers, it was found that 
name prejudice had a dramatic 
effect on grading. When these 
teachers were given eight com 
positions, all of comparable quality 
which were written by fifth and sixth 
graders, in almost every case, those 
marked with the names Michael or 
Karen were given a higher grade 
than those where the names Elmer 
and Bertha were substituted. 

1, Your last name should always 
be your first consideration when 
choosing a name. If you have a 
short, common last name, select an 
interesting first name (Ogden 
Nash). If your last name is long and 
complicated, keep the first and 
middle names simple to provide a 
nice contrast.

7. Pay attention to the initials of 
the names you choose for your baby. 
If they spell something nice 
L.U.V., S.U.N. — that's a bonus for 
the child. Just be aware of acronyms 
like T.U.B. or Z.1.T. 

8. Don’t combine ethnic roots in a 
name at your child's expense. 
Wouldn't you laugh if you were in 
troduced to Ming Chang Epstein or 
Plato Kowalski? The general rule 
for avoiding conflicting ethnic or 
national names is to have the first 
name agree with the nationality of 
the last name. 

9. Nicknames are important to 
children. They seem to promote a 
readiness for friendship and the idea 
of being “one of the boys or girls 
However, it’s better to give your 
child a name that lends itself to a 
nickname rather than the nickname 
itself, Think of the variety of names 
a William has to choose from as 
opposed to a Bill. Also, this way you 
give your child a chance to grow 
with his name (from Billy to Bill to 
William to Grandpa Will) 

10. Last but not least, there’s one 
more major consideration — your 
own name. Do you like it? Have you 
ever wanted a simpler one or one 
that's more intriguing? In other 
words, put yourself in Baby’s place 
and try to imagine if (s) he is going 
to be pleased with the name you've 
chosen.

Everybody gets experimented on. 
Mr. Ficke says of the company's clientele 

‘The main concern is water. You al 
ways think in certain lines of defense 
First, how to shed surface water, keeping 
it away once the water does seep into the 
ground, so that it doesn’t build up pressure 
and crack the concrete 

‘And second, the actual waterproofing 
of the house. 

In response to the initial threat, 1 
inches of stone surrounds the house, carry 
ing rainfall and any additional ground 
water directly down to the foundation wall 
where a perforated drainpipe guides it far 
beyond the two side retaining walls.

In 1981 the Department of Health 
and Human Services estimated 
seyen million American families 
spent 15 percent of their income on 
unreimbursed medical expenses, 
For a family earning $25,000, that’s 
more than $3,500. If you're fortunate 
enough to have an employer. 
sponsored health insurance plan, 
our medical costs reflect only a 
small part of the real expense. And if 
you are largely dependent upon such 
a plan, check to be certain the 
coverage is adequate enough for 
your needs 

Keeping health care costs low 
says the Massachusetts Society of 
CPAs, requires some investigation 
and planning. First, understand 
what, if any, benefits your employer 
provides, Second, examine different 
insurance and health care plans for 
any supplemental jpsurance you 
may need, and determine which best 
suits your needs. Third, keep 
detailed records and know what 
expenses constitute tax deductions 
or exemptions, Remember, health 
care includes dentistry, op 
thamology, psychiatry and other 
special areas as well as maintaining 
your general physical health 

Generally speaking, minimum 
health care insurance covers 
physical checkups and some rel 
hospital costs under a basic medical 
plan, with a major medical policy 
for more extensive treatments. 
There are three other types of in 
surance to"supplement these plans 
hospital expense, surgical expense 
and disability 

Depending on what is covered in 
your basic and major medical 
policies, you might need sup 
plemental coverage. For example, if 
75 percent of hospital costs are 
reimbursed, with a weekly hospital 
stay averaging $2,000, you would 
have to pay $500 or more 
Also, you might have to p: 
of the costs of tests and treatment. 

If you believe you need, sup: 
plemental coverage, check policies 
carefully to make sure they bridge 
the gaps. And be prepared to 
compare costs, Individual insurance 
policies run 15 to 40 percent higher 
than group insurance and it could 
cost $500 to $1,000 yearly to in: 
individual. A family of fou 
a $750 deductible might pa 
year for major medical coverage

the cost of insurance, the deductible 
and the reimbursement schedule. Is 
there an annual or lifetime 
maximum and is this amount ad- 
justed to inflation? If You're insured 
by your employer, can you arrange 
coverage for when you're between 
jobs or retired? 

As medical costs continue to rise, 
some practitioners are forming 
group practices to control their 
overhead. They further reduce their 
cost of practice by prepaid fees. In 
health maintenance organizations 
and individual practice associations, 
these savings are passed along to 
users, Not all HMOs and IPAs are 
open to non-group members. 

While physical health care offers a 
growing number of competitive 
plans, dental care is basically 
restricted to group plans. About 35 
percent of the nation's companies 
offer dental insurance; and dental 
care centers, similar to HMO's, are 
becoming popular. Check the fees, 
what services are available and the 
credentials of the practitioners. 

If you have dental insurance, 
check the deductible, the reim 
bursement schedule, and the 
computation method for reim 
bursements. Because costs vary 
across the country, the best plans 
will break down’ reimbursements 
geographically. If you're reim 
bursed on a percentage, rather than 
a flat amount, your policy is likely to 
keep pace with inflation, CPAs 
advise. Some extensive dental work, 
such as oral surgery, might be 
covered under your medical policy 

Finally, CPAs say, don't assume 
all unreimbursed costs are out of 
pocket expenses. Once medical 
expenses exceed three percent of 
your adjusted gross income, you can 
deduct them from your income if 
you itemize your tax return. (These 
percentages might inc in 1983 
and you may not be able to deduct as 
much of your medical expense.) 
Medicine and drug expenses must 
first be reduced by one percent of 
your adjusted gross income, and you 
can't deduct every item. But such 
expenses as travel to and from your 
doctor's office, a prescribed diet 
that costs more than your usual food 
budget and insurance premiums for 
contact lens replacement constitute 
deductions.

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Twentieth anniversary for Retired Men

During the last 20 years, the Men's 
Club has sponsored several sub- 
groups, including “The Retired 
Men’s Club Band of Wakefield 
with 15 men attending the first 
rehearsal in October 1973, Mem:
